and to the country that pensions 
have been granted on account of 
loss of hair— on accoi: it of bald­ 
ness. 
Think of the 
diminishing 
effect upon 
a man's 
capacity to 
earn 
a support by manual labor 
that must result from the disability 
o f baldness." 
A week later a batch of corre­ 
spondence 
was submitted to 
the 
house, which passed between Com ­ 
missioner 
Raum 
of 
the 
pension 
bureau and Medical Referee Ingram 
of the penSiOn office, in which the 
statement of Mr. Tarsney was de­ 
nied by the pension bureau. 
R ep­ 
resentative 
Grout 
submitted 
this 
correspondence together with a let­ 
ter from Commissioner, in which 
the letter stated that he ‘ ^felt con­ 
fident Mr. Tarsney had been misin­ 
formed." 
Mr. Tarsney, in reply, said he 
could not produce the name of his 
informant because the 
gentleman 
who had given him the information 
was employed in the pension office 
as a medical examiner and would 
suffer dismissal if 
his name was 
published. 
Dr. Warren Holt, of Missouri, a 
medical examiner of the pension 
office, it was said later, had given 
Mr. Tarsney the information that 
brought forth Mr. Raurn's denial. 
Dr. Holt was dismissed from the 
pension office March 2 “ for cause.' 
Yesterday it was found that Allen

Peck,

Rhode Island Light Artillery, was 
allowed

19, 
1891. 
Certificate No. 670,175 was 
issued
